Young was waiting there for a train 
of cars to go to Peterborough. Whilst 
sitting there we were overshadowed 
by a cloud of darkness and gloom as 
great as I ever witnessed in my life 
under almost any circumstances in 
which we were placed. Neither of us 
knew or understood the cause until 
after the report of the death of the 
— — was manifested to us. 
rother Brigham left; I remained in 
Boston, and next day took passage 
for Fox Islands, a place I had visited 
some years before, and baptized num- 
bers of people and organized br&nches 
upon both those islands, My father- 
in-law, Carter, carried me on a 
wagon from Scarborough to Portland. 
I there en passage on board of 
a steamer. I had put my trunk on 
board and was just bidding my father- 
in-law farewell, when a man came out 
from a shop—a shoemaker—hol 
a newspaper in his band. He sai 
“Father Carter, Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith have been martyred—they have 
been murdered in Carthage jail!” .. 
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As soon as I looked at the paper, 
the Spirit said to me thet it was true. 
I had no time for consultation, the 
steamer’s bell was ringing, so I stepped 
on board and took my trunk back to 
land. As I drew it off, the plank was 
drawn in. I told Father Carter to 
drive me back to Scarborough. I there 
took the car for Boston, and arrived 
at that place on the Saturday night. 

On my arrival there I received a 
letter which had been sent from Nau- 
voo, giving us an account of the kill- 
ing of the prophets. I was the only 
man in Boston of the quorum of the 
Twelve. 

I had very strange feelings, as, I 
have no doubt, all the Saints had. I 
attended a the following 
day in Boydston’s Hall, where a vast 
number of the inhabitants of Boston 
and some three hundred Latter-day 
Saints had assembled. Hundreds of 
men came to that meeting to see what 
the “Mormons” were going to do now 
that their prophets were dead. I felt 

ap; every nerve, bone, and 
sinew within me seemed as though 
made of steel. I did not shed a tear. 
I went into that hall, though I knew 
not what I was poing to say to that 
promiscu and opened to the 
words of S. J ohn where he saw under 
the altar the souls of them that were 
slain for the word of God, and heard 
them cry, “How long, O Lord, holy 


and true, dest thou not judge and 


avéhge our blood on them that dwell 
on the earth!“ The Lord informed 
them that they must wait a little 
season, until their brethren were slain 
as Pd were. I spoke on those 


wo 
Next day I met Brigham Young in 
the streets of Boston, he having just 
returned, opposite to Sister Voce’s 
house. We reached out our hands, 
bub neither of us was able to speak a 
word. We walked into Sister Voce’s 
We each took a seat and 
veiled our faces. We were over- 
whelmed with grief and our faces 
were soon bathed in a flood of tears. 
I felt then that I could talk, though I 
oould not do so before—that is, to 
Brother Brigham. After we bad done 
weeping we began to converse to- 
getber concerning the death of the

prophets. In the course of the con- 


versation, he smote his hand upon his 


thigh and said, Tbank God, the 
keys of the kingdom are here.” Bro. 
Thatcher referred to this yesterday. 

All that President Young or myself 
or any member of the Quorum n 
have done in the matter was to have 
referred to the last instructions at the 
last meeting we had with the Prophet 
Joseph before starting on our mission. 
I have alluded to that meeting many 
times in my life. 

The Prophet Joseph, I am now 
satisfied, had a thoro presenti- 
ment that that was the last meeting 
we would hold together here in the 
flesh, We had had our endowments ; 
we had had all the blessings sealed 
upon our heads that were ever given 
to the apostles or 1 1 on the 
face of the earth. Ou that occasion 
the Prophet Joseph rose up and said 
tous: “Brethren, I have desired to 
live to see this temple built. I shall 
never live to see it, but you will. I 
have sealed upon your heads all the 
keys of the kingdom of God. I have 
sealed upon you every key, power, 
principle that the God of heaven has 
revealed to me. Now, no matter 
where I may go or what I may do, 
the kingdom rests upon you.” 

Now, don’t you wonder why we, as 
apostles, could not have understood 
that the prophet of God was going to 
be taken away from us? But we did 
not understand it. The apostles in 
the days of Jesus Christ could not un- 
derstand what the Savior meant when 
He told them “I am going away; if I 
do not go * the Comforter will 
not come!“ either did we under- 
stand what Joseph meant. But,“ he 
said, after having done this, ye apos- 
tles of the Lamb of God, my brethren, 
upon your shoulders this kingdom 
rests; now you have got to round up 
your shoulders and bear off the king- 
dom.” And he also made this Hae! 
strange remark, If you do not doit 
you will be damned.” 

I am the last man living who heard 
that declaration. He told the truth, 
too; for would not any of the men 
who have held the keys of the king- 
dom of God or an apostleship in this 
Church have been under condemna- 
tion, and would not the wrath of God 
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deserted these principles or denied 
and turned from them and undertaken 
to serve themselves instead of the 
work of the Lord which was com- 
mitted to their hands? 

When the Lord gave the keys of 
the kingdom of God, the keys of the 
Melchisedec Priesthood, of the apos- 
tleship, and sealed them upon the 
head of Joseph Smith, He sealed 
them upon his head to stay here — 
the earth until the coming of the Son 
of Man. Well might Brigham Youn 
say, The keys of the kingdom of Go 
are here.” They were with him to the 
day of his death. They then rested 
upon the head of another man—Pre- 
sident John Taylor. He held those 
keys to the hour of his death. They 
then fell by turn, or in the providence 


of God, upon Wilford Woodruff. 
I say to the Latter-day Saints the 
keys of the kingdom of are here, 


and they are going to stay here, too, 
until the 2 of the Son of Man. 
Let all Israel understand that. They 
may not rest u 8 head but a 
short time, but they will then rest on 
the head of another apostle, and an- 
other after him, and so continue until 
the coming of the Lord Jesus Christ 
in the clouds of heaven to “reward 
every man according to the deeds 
done in the 4 

I want to add another thing, be- 
cause I feel it my duty to say it to the 
Latter-day Saints. ere is a feeling 
—it was so in the days of Joseph 
Smith—that he was not the man to 
lead the Church. Even his bosom 
friends, men with whom he saw the 
angels of God, Oliver Cowdery and 
others, considered him a fallen pre. 
phet and thought they ought to lead 
the Church. This history is before 
2 and before the world. The same 
eeling was manifest in the days of 
Brigham Young when he was called 
to hold the keys of the Presidency of 
the Church. There were other men 
who 3 they should be appointed 
to that office. But the God of heaven 
manifested to you, and to me, and to 
all men, who were in Nauvoo, upon 
whom the mantle had fallen. Brig- 


ham Young took his place, and led 
the Church and kingdom of God up 
to the day of his death. 
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There are men to-day, there will be 
men till the coming of the Son 
of Man, I expect, who feel as 
though they ought to lead the Church, 
as though it is not going on right— 
that this, that, and the other is wrong. 
I say to all Israel at this day, I say to 
the whole world, that the God of 
Israel, who organized this Church and 
kingdom, never ordained any Presi- 
dent or Presidency to lead it astray. 
Hear it, ye Israel, no man who has 
ever breathed the breath of life can 
hold these keys of the kingdom of 
God and lead the people astray. 

We talk of revelation. There 
been a feeling of wonder many times 
as to why Brigham Young did not 
have revelation, why John lor did 
not have = why Wilford 
Woodruff does not have revelation, 
why any other apostle does not have 
revelation. I hold in my hand a book 
of enough to lead this 
Church into the celestial kingdom of 
God. Anybody who will obey that 
law will have all the revelation that 
he can fulfill on earth. We are not 
without revelation. The heavens are 
full of it, so is the holy Priesthood. 

I know the destiny of this people; 
it is revealed by the God of Israel, 
and left on record. I know the des- 
tiny of this kingdom, and I want to 
— let us try to unite ther and 
fulfill the law of God. You need 
not trouble about the kingdom God 
has established. He will take care of 
it. The same God who has organized 
this Zion and gathered one hundred 
and fifty thousand people here from 
the nations of the earth, has his eye 
over you, He is watching over you, 
and He will take care of you when 
you do your duty. Zion is not going 
to be moved out of her place. The 
Lord will plead with her strong ones, 
and if she sins He will chastise her 
until she is purified before the Lord. 

I do not pretend to tell how much 
sorrow you or I are going to meet with 
before the coming of the Son of Man. 
That will depend upon our conduct. 

With d to the keys of the 
kingdom of God, they were placed on 
the earth to remain, and they will re- 
main until Jesus Christ comes in the 
clouds of heaven. But I and other 
men, the apostles, and all who are 
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called to officiate in the name of the 
Lord need the faith and prayers of 
the Latter-day Saints. 

By of closing I will say that 
Brigham Young, John Taylor, Wilford 
Woodruff, these Twelve Apostles 
around me, and every one of the 
Seventies, High Priests, High Coun- 
cillors, Presidents of Stakes, the Mel- 
chisedec and all the Aaronic Priest- 
hood, and all the Latter-day Saints 
all will get what they labor for. 
Whatsoever we sow, whether good or 
evil, of that we will reap the fruit. 

But in the morning of the resur- 
rection you will find Joseph Smith 
holding the keys of this kingdom and 
dispensation at the head of all Israel 
who belong to this dispensation; he 
will hold thém to the endless ages of 
eternity, notwithstanding that we 
shall all get our reward for what we 
do. The keys of the kingdom were 
given to Joseph Smith. They were 
placed on the heads of other men to 
make use of on earth for a short time; 
and when we get through we shall all 
have our reward. 

Let us make up our minds to serve 
and honor God. Do not have any 
fears concerning the oo the 
Lord will lead that aright; and if 
Brother Woodruff or any of the Pre- 
sidency of this Church should take 
any course to lead you astray, the 
Lord will remove us out of the way. 
We are in the hands of the Lord, and 
those keys will be held and taken 
care of by the God of Israel until He 
comes whose right it is to reign.

PACTS AND EVENTS.

Wad-el-Senousse’s forward movement is expected at Khartoum in October. 

The works of the Great Bear’s Crest Gold Mine, Alaska, the property of the Duke of 
Sutherland’s Syndicate, have been destroyed by fire. The damage is stated at two 
million dollars. 

Considerable damage has been caused at Buenos Ayres by a hurricane. Many lighters 
were sunk, two British steamers were slightly damaged by collision, and Catalinas Mole 
was badly damaged. 

The weather in Liverpool on the 21st of August was of an exceedingly unpleasant 

Rain began to fall shortly before eleven o’clock, and continued more or leas 
till well into the afternoon. Between two and three a sharp thunderstorm passed over 
the city, and during its prevalence it became so dark that the gas had to be lit in many 
establishments: Rain fell for some time in torrents. 


Rain again fell heavily in Ireland on the 21st of August, and the damage to the harvest 
is immense. At Lisburn, owing to the floods, the mill operatives have to be taken to 
their work in wagons. At Lurgan the water entered a factory and stopped the engines, 
work being suspended. The rivers have overflowed, and great spaces of land are covered. 
Potatoes have been washed out of the furrows, and some crops are lying under water. 


Two thousand bodies are said to have been buried after the recent floods at Chenp’ing, 
in Haanytung. The people of Ch’ao-chow Fu, lower down in the Han river, picked up 
500 bodies outside the south gate of their city, and 200 outside their north gate. The 
Viceroy, Chang Chi - tung, at once ordered 5,000 taels to be alloted from the Ch’ao-chow 
Fu customs for relief and 200 shih (each of 160 catties) of rice have also been sent to 
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A terrible hailstorm is reported as having occurred at Pohrlitz, near Grusback, in 
Moravia. Many of the hailstones were bigger than a man’s fist, and if the seventeen 
minutes covered by the storm £100,000 worth of property was destroyed. 

Reliable reports reaching us from the Nile district tell terrible tales of famine and 
misery in Khartoum, Kassala, Tokar, and other places near the river. The mortality in 
these town is alarming. In Tokar alone twenty deaths are occurring daily. Throughout 
the district those who still live are only supporting themselves by feeding upon the 
emaciated bodies of those whe die from want of food. 

CroLone In SHRopsHing.—On Thursday afternoon (August 22, 1889), North Shrop- 
shire was visited by a perfect cyclone. Our Whitchurch correspondent was yesterday 
afternoon (the 23rd), over several miles of country at Whixall, where incalculable damage 
has been done to property and crops, as is strongly evidenced on all sides. The inhabit- 
ants all agree in the description they give of the phenomenon. Without any warning 
the cyclone came on with a great roar, which for the time drowned all ordinary sounds, 
as if it were the rush of a mighty body of water; and an intense feeling of terror was 
created. This deafening sound lasted about five minutes, and in that short space of 
time trees were uprooted and stripped of their branches, haystacks were bodily displaced, 
houses were partially unroofed, and barns and outbuildings were demolished. The cyclone 
appears to have originated at Mr. Sherwood’s, of Waterloo, where a number of plum 
and other trees were uprooted. It then went over the canal, past Bostock Hall, on to 
Whixall Hall, which suffered most. There, Mr. William Sutton, of Rose Cottage, 
Whixall, brother-in-law to Mr. Darlington, the oceupier of the hall, had a very narrow 
escape. He informed our correspondent that he was blown across a large yard just out- 
side the hall, and a heavy stone crest, which was torn off the upper part of the ball, with 
some tiles, struck him on the side of the head. He was just able to avoid it falling 
directly upon his head by a sudden movement, and he escaped with a deep cut over his 
ear. He is now confined to his room under medical treatment. Part of his property 
also suffered. Mr. Darlington and his family saw from within great branches of trees 
torn off and carried away. Some part of a large beech tree was carried 150 yards, crash- 
ing up against the strong walls of the hall. A big dog-kennel and dog went away in the 
wind a distance of some twenty yards. Orchards, gardens, eornfiekds, and the land 
around the hall are strewn all over with branches, hay, straw, slates, and various missiles; 
and Mr. Darlington is at present unable to estimate his loss, which must be very consi- 
derable. A large farmstead half a mile from Whixall Hall, and occupied by Mr. Fowles, 
a well-known Shropshire farmer, was also greatly damaged, and it was there evident that 
the cyclone had a peculiar deviation in its course, for a range of outbuildings which might 
have been thought to be in the greatest danger remain as before, while #ructures on the 
opposite side were swept away. Uprooted trees and branches and debris indicate clearly 
that the cyelone passed directly over several country residences, whose occupants were in 
indescribable dread of being carried away. The cyclone took a westerly course, about 
three and a half miles in length, and 150 yards in width, expending itself at Tilstock 
Park, four miles from Whitchurch. All who witnessed say it first appeared like a great 
white mass of vapor. An idea may be conceived of its tremendous force from the fact, 
which is stated by many eyewitnesses, that portions of the trees and quantities of hay 
and straw were carried over the outskirts of Whitchurch. Large numbers of people from 
various parts visited the district yesterday. A Canadian gentleman who happened to be 
on a visit to the district, and who has witnessed cyclones in America, declares that this 
is of a precisely similar description, though less in extent and velocity.—Liverpool Post.

The earth mourneth and fadeth away, the world languisheth and fadeth 
away, the haughty people of the earth do languish. The earth also is defiled 
under the inhabitants thereof; because they have transgressed the laws, 
changed the ordinances broken the everlasting covenant. Therefore hath 
the curse devoured the earth, and they that dwell therein are desolate; there- 
fore the inhabitants of the earth are burned, and few men left. The 
city of confusion is broken down; every house is shut up, that no man may 
come in. When thus it shall be in the midst of the land among the 
people, there shall be as the shaking of an olive tree, and as the gleaning of 
the grapes when the vintage is done. Fear, and the pit, and the snare, 
are upon thee, O inhabitant of the earth. And it shall come to pass, that he 
who fleeth from the noise of the fear shall fall into the pit; and he that 
cometh up out of the midst of the pit shall be taken in the snare; for the 
windows from on +" are open, and the foundations of the earth do shake. 
The earth is utterly broken down, the earth is clean dissolved, the earth is 
moved exceedingly. The earth shall reel to and fro like a drunkard, and shall 
be removed like a cottage; and the transgression thereof shall be heavy upon 
it; and it shall fall, and not rise again. And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall punish the host of the high ones that are on high, 
and the kings of the earth upon the earth. And they shall be gathe 
together, as prisoners are gathered in the pit, and s be shut up in the 
prison, and after many days shall they be visited. Then the moon shall be 
confounded, and the sun ashamed, when the Lord of hosts shall reign in 
mount Zion, and in Jerusalem, and before his ancients gloriously (Isa. xxiv). 


In order to determine clearly at what period of the world’s history these 
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awful judgments are to be poured out upon the inhabitants of the earth, 
other scriptural quotations shall be considered. It is written: “And as he 
sat upon the mount of Olives, the disciples came unto him privately, saying, 
Tell us, when shall these things be? and what shall be the sign of thy coming, 
and of the end of the world” (Matt. xxiv, 3). The first of these queries 
relates to the destruction of the temple at Jerusalem, and involves that of 
the city itself. The next one has reference to the second coming of Christ, 
and upon this the Savior specially dwelt. Nearly the whole chapter from 
which the quotation just given is taken shows this fact clearly. The last 
query, if it has reference to the final end of the world, was not definitely 
answered. With respect to the main question, the Savior sums up certain 
woes, which among other things, should be signs of His second appearance, 
saying: “ For then shall be great tribulation, such as was not since the be- 
ginning of the world, no, nor ever shall be. And except those days should 
be shortened, no flesh should be saved; but for the elect’s sake those days 
shall be shortened” (verses 21, 22). Christ further says: [Immediately after 
the tribulation of those days shall the sun be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers of the 
heavens shall be shaken” (verse 29). St. Mark in his relation of these same 
occurrences writes: “ And then shall they see the Son of man coming in the 
clouds with great power and glory” (Mark ziii, 26). 

The Revelator, St. John, also bears testimony as follows: 

And I beheld when he had opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great 
earthquake; and the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, and the moon 
became as blood: And the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig 
tree casteth her untimely figs, when she is shaken of a mighty wind. 
and every mountain and island were moved out of their places. And the 
kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief cap- 
tains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, and every free man, hid 
themselves in the dens and in the rocks of the mountains; and said to the 
mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us frum the face of him that sitteth 
on the throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb: for the great day of his 
wrath is come; and who shall be able to stand (Rev. vi, 1217). 

The judgments thus spoken of by Christ and the two prophets are the 
same. In order to make this apparent, note the following facts: Isaiah 
speaks of them as coming upon the earth at a time when the “ moon shall be 
confounded, and the sun ashamed.” Christ declares that “in those days 
shall the sun be darkened, and the moon shall not give her light,” and St. 
John states that “the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, and the moon 
became as blood.” Notice again the agreement of the three witnesses upon 
another prominent feature: Isaiah informs us that the earth is to be “ utterly 
broken down,” clean dissolved” and moved exceedingly.” Such a state of 
affairs can not exist without the most violent convulsions of nature. Christ 
says that then the “ powers of the heavens shall be shaken.” In a shaking of 
the powers of the heavens, the earth cannot escape, for of them the earth is a 
part. St. John declares that every mountain and island shall be moved out 
of its place. There is a further agreement with respect to the widespread 
and destructive character of the judgments predicted. Isaiah says that “the 
land shall be utterly emptied,” and but few men shall be left. He who fleeth 
from one form of destruction, sball be swallowed up in another. Ohrist

informs us that “ except those days should be shortened, no flesh should be 
saved.” St. John speaks of that time as “the great day of his (Christ's) 
wrath;” and when kings, great men, rich men, mighty men, bond and free, 
shall fly in terror to the dens and rocks of the mountains, and seek death there. 
These and other matters of proof which might be adduced show conclusively 
that Christ, Isaiah and St. John all spoke of the same days of wrath and 
awful destruction. Those who may contend to the contrary will gain nothing 
thereby, because as none of these prophecies have been fulfilled, they are all 
yet to be verified, and there is but little comfort in looking for three different 
series of awful judgments instead of but one. 

When shall these things be? This is a question of tremendous importance, 
and Christ and St. John both reply. The Savior's statements respecting the 
time for these judgments was given in answer to this same question as pro- 
pounded by His disciples. They are to fall upon the world just prior to the 
second coming of Christ. Immediately after they sweep through the earth 
from one end to the other, the sun is to become darkened, and the moon 
refuse to give her light. The next event, according to the evangelist’s state- 
ment of the matter, is the appearance of Christ Himself. St. John distinctly 
shows us that these judgments shall be inflicted upon the inhabitants of the 
earth during the time represented by the sixth seal. The seals are seven, 
representing each a thousand years of history. They correspond to the days 
of creation. In that event six days preceded the day of rest, which was 
sanctified unto the Lord; and it is typical of the thousand years of millennial 
rest which the earth shall enjoy during the time represented by the seventh 
seal. It is evident, therefore, that these awful scenes of judgment are to 
transpire before the end of the first six thousand years of human history. 
As that period is rapidly drawing to a close, the inhabitants of this world are 
in present peril of the great day of wrath which shall surely come before the 
opening of the seventh seal. The matters which have been considered are 
clearly associated with the second coming of Christ, which, it is almost uni- 
versally believed in Bible lands, is very close at hand. Jeremiah, also, under 
the type of a cup of wine, has likewise foretold the same awful destruction 
of human life among the nations, His prophecy will be found in the twenty- 
fifth chapter of his writings. Portions of it are herewith given as follows: 

For thus saith the Lord God of Israel unto me; Take the wine cup of this 
fury at m and cause all the nations, to whom I send thee, to drink it. 


y 
And they shall drink and be moved, and be mad, because of the sword that I 
will send among them. 


After this follows a list of nations or countries involved in the judgments, 
and then the prophet continues thus: : 


_And all the kings of the north, far and near, one with another, and all the 
a of the world, which are upon the face of the earth: and the king 
of Sheshach shall drink after them. Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; Drink ye, — be drunke 
and spue, and fall, and rise no more, because of the sword which I will — 
among 1 And it shall be, if they refuse to take the cup at thine hand to 

then shalt thou say unto them, Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Ye shall 
certainly drink. For, lo, I bring evil on the city which is called b my 
and should ye be utterly unpunished! Ye not be unpunished: For 1 
will call for a sword upon the inhabitants of the earth, saith the Lord of 
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hosts. Therefore prophecy thou against them all these words, and unto 
them, The Lord shall roar from on high, and utter his voice from bie holy 
habitation; he shall mightily roar upon his habitation; he shall give a shout, 
as they that tread the grapes, against all the inhabitants of the earth. A 
voice shall come even to the ends of the earth; for the Lord hath a controversy 
with the nations, he will plead with all flesh; he will give them that are 
wicked to the sword, saith the Lord. Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Behold, 
evil shall go forth from nation to nation, and a great whirlwiod shall be 
raised up from the coasts of the earth. And the slain of the Lord shall be at 
that day from one end of the earth even unto the other end of the earth; they 
shall not be lamented, neither gathered, nor buried; they shall be dung upon 
the ground. and the ble habitations are cut down because of the 
fierce of the Lord. He hath forsaken his covert as the lion: for their 
land is desolate because of the fierceness of the oppressor, and because of his 


fierce anger. 

At the time when these prophecies are to be verified, there shall be “a city 
which is called by my name,” that is by the name of the Lord, who is Jeho- 
vah, who is Christ. The term “city” here stands for a people, as in other 
instances. Thus Isaiah writes: “ The city of confusion is broken down” (Isa. 
xxiv, 10). A similar form of speech is employed in verse 12; and the con- 
text shows clearly that it is used as we have just stated. Now, what people 
are called by the name of Christ? None but those who are associated with 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. They are the only people 
who, in their communal capacity, have adopted the name of Christ. The 
Lord says that the “city” or people called by His name shall not go un- 
punished, and that in connection with their chastisement His furious wrath 
shall be poured out upon the nations of the world, until from one end of the 
earth to the other there shall not be people enough left to bury the dead. 
The Lord has begun the chastisement of His people, or of the “city” called 
by His name, and His hand is also already upon the nations, who are heed- 
less of the awful doom that is impending over them. They shall surely drink 
of the cup of His wrath, even as Jeremiah has declared, and the time for 
these calamities is at hand. 


The city“ called by the name of the Lord has been built up through the 
instrumentality of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, which has been restored to the 
earth by the ministrations of an angel, in fulfillment of St. John’s prophecy, 
saying: And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the 
everlasting Gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth; and to every 
nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, saying with a loud voice, Fear 
God, and give glory to him; for the hour of his judgment is come” (Rev. xiv, 
6,7). Sixty years have nearly passed away since that awful voice of warning 
was first heard, and before the full Hour spoken of by St. John shall expire, 
the day of God’s wrath shall dawn, and then the things declared by Christ 
and the prophets shall be revealed. Daniel also refers to these matters when 
writing about the kingdom which God should be set up in the last days. Speak- 
ing to Nebuchadnezzar, he says: “ Thou sawest till that a stone was cut out 
without hands, which smote the image upon his feet that were of iron and 
clay, and brake them to pieces. Then was the iron, the clay, the brass, the 
silver, and the gold, broken to pieces together, and became like the chaff of 
the summer threshingfloors; and the wind carried them away, that no place 
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was found for them: and the stone that smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth” (Dan. ii, 34, 35). The image seen in 
vision by Nebuchadnezzar was a representation of the nations of the earth 
down to the end of profane history. Those that are in existence at the time 
when the stone is cut out of the mountain, are to become like chaff before 
the wind.. Their being thus swept away prefigures an hour of judgment and 
a time of God's wrath. Daniel's prophecy refers to the same events that St. 
John saw would transpire in connection with the restoration of the Gospel by 
an angel. Thus by the testimony of Christ Himself, together with that of 
Isaiah, St. John, Jeremiah, Daniel and others, the nations may understand 
the purposes of God. They may know, too, how near at hand is the great 
day of His wrath. There is but one means of escape; and that is by obedi- 
ence to the Gospel of Jesus Christ which He has restored to the earth in 
these last days in fulfillment of the prophecy already quoted from the book of 
St. John’s Revelation. B.

Heavy fires recently occurred in the mountains on the south fork of the 
Provo River. Much valuable timber was destroyed, and several parties have 
lost quite heavily. 

A little six-year-old daughter of John Mosser, of Providence, has under- 
gone quite a critical operation in Logan. The child has been suffering for 
some time past with what is called necrosis, or disease of the upper jaw. A 
large portion of the diseased bone was very successfully removed, and the 
doctor proposes removing the remainder when the child’s health is in a suit- 
able condition. 

A private letter from a resident of St. George to a friend in this city, states 
that William Carter, the veteran who turned the first furrow plowed in Utah, 
met with a severe accident a few days ago. He was driving a cart in which 
were, besides himself, a lady and small boy. The horse stumbled, causing the 
child to fall over the dash-board between the shafts and the animal. The 
commotion this incident caused frightened the horse, whose movements over- 
turned the vehicle, and Brother Carter and the lady who was with him were 
thrown violently out. The latter was severely cut about the neck, so much 
so that the wound had to be sewed. She was also injured about the face. 
Brother Carter’s head was very badly cut, and he received a severe shock.

An accident occurred recently which may yet cause the death of a little 
three-year-old. The little fellow is fhe son of Louis and Ann Nichols, 
residing on the corner of Wall and Twenty-first streets.
